He also 
preached for the moneta r i za t i on of silver and departure from the gold 
standard. 


What 1 found especially interesting were the two para- 
graphs 1 have bracketed in the middle column, especially the paragraph 
purporting to descrihe how he was forced off the air. As you may recall 
in the early days of US involvement in World War II 1 worked with C?.John 
Rogge on the prosecution of the seditionists in Washington DC. My first 
task was to help dra v^j p a third indictment against the defendants, Gerald 
LK Smith, J0'seph McWilliams and his Christian Mobiliziers, Pelley and 
his Silver Shirts, Fritz Kuhn and the G^rman-Amer i can Bund, Sylvester 
Viereck and others. Bill Maloney had been named by the Dept, of Justice 

(Biddle was the A.G.) to prepare the indictment. He brought one which was
